To  THE  Chairman  and  Councillors  of  the  Paignton  Urban 

District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, — 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  upon  the  Public 
Health  of  Paignton  and  the  work  of  your  Public  Health  Department 
for  the  year  1948. 

A  considerably  reduced  Birth  Rate,  from  15.52  to  12.06  per 
thousand  population,  is  almost  the  only  exceptional  feature  to  note 
in  a  very  satisfactorily  healthy  year.  This  fall  of  3  per  thousand  in 
the  Birth  Rate  conforms  to  a  similar  fall  for  England  and  Wales — 
alike  for  County  Boroughs,  Smaller  Towns  and  London  Administrative 
County.  There  have  been  no  mass  changes  of  population,  and 
whatever  may  be  the  social,  economic  or  other  factors  causing  this 
fall,  they  have  affected  Paignton  equally  with  the  Country  as  a 
whole.  In  Paignton,  the  Births  were  307  (400  in  1947). 

Death  Rate  remained  about  the  same  (15.56  per  thousand). 
There  was  no  increase  in  deaths  from  Cancer,  and,  for  the  second 
year,  a  moderate  epidemic  of  measles  swept  through  the  Town  without 
mortality.  The  experience  of  Paignton  has  been  notably  different 
from  that  of  many  other  towns,  namely,  there  has  been  a  small 
epidemic  both  in  1947  and  in  1948,  instead  of  almost  no  measles  in 
the  former  year  and  a  large  epidemic  in  1948.  It  would  appear  that 
the  immunity  of  our  child  population  is  more  readily,  uniformly,  and 
gradually  built  up  than  in  those  in  more  isolated  towns.  Possibly, 
this  may  be  partly  due  to  a  large  visiting  population  from  widely 
difiering  areas  throughout  many  months  of  every  year. 

A  comparison  of  the  past  ten-yearly  interval  has  been  made 
in  the  work  of  Meat  Inspection.  The  following  statement  shows  the 
differences  occurring  in  this  work  since  the  year  1938  : —

During  the  present  year  new  legislation  has  appeared  in  con¬ 
nection  with  food — an  effect  hastened,  no  doubt,  by  the  increasing 
custom  of  so  much  more  food  preparation  and  eating  being  under¬ 
taken  outwith  the  family  home. 

Sampling  of  ice  cream  has  continued,  with  variable  results,  to 
complete  its  first  full  year  of  operation  and  observation.  I  would 
again  emphasise  that  this  bacteriological  testing  of  ice  cream  is  still 
in  the  experimental  stage.  May  I  say  that  every  Manufacturer  of 
ice  cream  in  Paignton — I  think,  without  exception — who  has  been 
approached  with  advice  upon  setting  up,  or  improving,  his  methods 
and  premises  for  ice  cream  preparation,  has  co-operated  and  taken 
action  towards  better  hygiene.  A  number  of  ice  cream  factories  in 
Paignton  are  now  models  of  their  kind. 

A  record  of  the  effect  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946, 
upon  (a)  Diphtheria  Immunisation  ;  (b)  Ambulance  Services,  including 
the  Ambulance  for  Infectious  Disease  ;  and  (c)  the  Isolation  Hospital 
is  given  in  Sections  “  B  ”  and  “  F.”  It  is  sufficient  to  add  here  that 
up  to  the  present  the  new  Ambulance  arrangements  for  transfer  of 
infectious  patients  and  their  treatment,  have  been  equally  satisfactory 
to  what  was  done  previously. 

National  Assistance  Act,  1948 — This  Act  came  into  operation 
on  the  5th  July,  1948.  Section  47  of  this  Act  placed  upon  the  Urban 
District  Council  certain  responsibilities  for  taking  action  so  that  aged 
and  infirm  persons,  suffering  from  chronic  illness,  unable  to  attend  to 
themselves,  or  without  help  or  living  in  insanitary  conditions,  might 
receive  care  and  attention.  There  have  been  no  cases  requiring 
action  under  the  Act,  during  the  year. 

Miss  Freeman,  the  Matron  of  King’s  Ash  Hospital,  retired  this 
year,  after  being  40  years  in  your  service  at  the  Hospital ;  and  Miss 
Morgan,  the  Senior  Nurse  there,  also  after  a  long  period  of  service,  was 
transferred  to  the  Staff  of  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  when  the 
Hospital  was  taken  over  by  that  Authority.  One  can  confidently 
say,  on  behalf  of  a  large  number  of  Paignton  and  District  residents 
over  the  years,  how  beholden  we  are  to  these  two  ladies.  It  is  not 
so  much  for  the  routine  professional  work  of  Nursing,  as  for  the  care 
and  kindliness  which  was  given  to  every  individual  patient  that  we 
give  our  gratitude  and  thanks  to  Miss  Ida  Freeman  and  Miss  Enid 
Morgan  upon  their  leaving  your  service. 

I  have  again  to  express  my  thanks  and  appreciation  to  the  Staff 
of  the  Department,  all  of  whom  have  taken  a  share  in  the  preparation 
of  this  Report.

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SECTION  B 

General  Provisions  of  Health  Services  in  the  Area 


(a)  Laboratory  Facilities  continue  to  be  given  by  the  Public  Health 

Laboratory  Service  (directed  by  the  Medical  Research  Council 
for  the  Ministry  of  Health),  Public  Health  Laboratory,  7, 
Dix’s  Field,  Exeter,  and  have  been  satisfactory.  Specimens 
have  been  submitted  from  the  Isolation  Hospital  and  Clinics, 
and  from  Private  Practitioner  sources,  as  a  public  health 
measure. 

(b)  Ambulance  Services — ^(a) — Three  Ambulances  (two  ex-W.D. 

Vehicles)  for  general  medical  and  surgical  cases,  administered 
and  staffed  by  the  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade  and  Nursing 
Division,  were  maintained  prior  to  the  Ambulance  Service  being 
taken  over  by  the  Devon  County  Council  under  Section  27  of 
the  National  Health  Service.  Act,  1946.  Three  whole-time 
drivers  were  employed  and  a  contribution  was  made  by  the 
Council  towards  this  Service. 

(b)  Prior  to  the  5th  J  uly,  1948,  one  Ambulance  was  maintained 
by  the  Council  for  the  removal  of  cases  of  infectious  disease. 
The  Ambulance  Driver  also  shared  the  duties  of  Disinfector, 
being  in  charge  of  the  Disinfector  at  the  Isolation  Hospital. 
One  of  the  above  St.  John  Ambulance  Drivers  did  relief  duty 
on  the  Infectious  Disease  Ambulance. 

(c)  Nursing  in  the  Home — This  service  was  ably  carried  out  by  the 

District  Nurses  of  the  District  Nursing  Association,  prior  to 
the  coming  into  force  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946, 
when  on  the  appointed  day  the  Health  Authority  (Devon  County 
Council)  took  over  the  Staff  of  the  Nursing  Associations  and 
became  responsible  for  this  service. 

(d)  Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics — The  Central  School  Clinic  and 

Dental  Clinic,  operated  by  the  Devon  County  Council  at  Midvale 
Road,  for  school  children  and  expectant  mothers,  continued 
during  the  year. 

Part  of  this  Clinic  is  equipped  as  a  Cleansing  Clinic,  and 
is  shared  by  the  Council  and  the  Devon  County  Council. 

Treatment  is  given  for  impetigo  and  verminous  conditions, 
including  scabies. — (Particulars  of  the  work  done  are  given 
under  Section  “  F.”) 

(e)  Hospitals — On  the  “  Appointed  Day,’'  5th  July,  1948,  the  Paignton 

and  District  Hospital  and  the  Isolation  Hospital,  King’s  Ash, 
were  both  taken  over  by  the  South-West  Regional  Hospital 
Board.  The  Isolation  Hospital,  King’s  Ash,  continued  as  such 
until  the  13th  November,  1948,  when  the  last  case  was  dis¬ 
charged  and  the  Hospital  was  placed  on  a  care  and  maintenance 
basis.  Infectious  disease  cases  are  now’  sent  to  the  Torquay 
Isolation  Hospital. — (Details  of  cases  admitted  to  the  Isolation 
Hospital,  Paignton,  are  included  under  Section  “  F,”) 
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Maternity  and  Child  Welfare — These  services  continue  to  be 
be  administered  by  the  Devon  County  Council. 

M.  and  C.W.  Clinic,  Congregational  Church  Schoolrooms. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  this  Clinic  was  Dr.  F.  Muriel  Morris, 
O.B.E.,  M.D.,  until  April,  1948,  when  she  relinquished  the  position 
owing  to  illness.  She  was  succeeded  by  Dr.  Agnes  Kennie.  The  Health 
Visitor  is  Miss  E.  H.  Walters.  Both  the  Doctors  and  the  Health 
Visitor  have  taken  a  large  part  in  bringing  to  the  notice  of  mothers 
the  advantages  of  Diphtheria  Immunisation  and  Vaccmation,  and 
quite  a  large  number  of  innoculations  have  been  carried  out  at  the 
Welfare  Centre. 

The  Welfare  Centre  has  continued  to  enjoy  the  support  and 
enthusiasm  of  the  Voluntary  Workers,  the  responsibility  of  the  Clinic 
being  taken  over  by  the  Devon  County  Council  on  5th  July,  1948.

SECTION  C 


Sanitary  Circumstances  of  tKe  Area 

Water — No  new  sources  of  supply  are  in  operation. 

(a)  Investigations  have  shown  that  the  causes  of  unsatis¬ 
factory  samples  have  been  animal — ^not  human — contam¬ 
ination,  influenced  by  certain  climatic  conditions. 

(b)  Figures  kindly  furnished  by  the  Water  Engineer  show 
that  the  quantity  is  adequate. 

The  supply  is  piped  after  storage  and  filtration  with  terminal 
chlorination  at  points  where  the  main  pipe-lines  leave  the 
Reservoirs. 

Neither  the  moorland  nor  the  lowland  supplies  have  plumbo- 
solvent  action.  Lead  has  not  been  detected  in  the  chemical 
analyses,  and  the  hydrogenion  concentration  has  always 
showed  a  neutral  or  slightly  alkaline  re-action. 

No  special  investigation  was  carried  out. 

Almost  all  dwellings  in  the  District  have  direct  supply. 
There  are  very  few  supplied  by  means  of  stand-pipes — ^only 
about  0.25  per  cent. — but  this  leaves  out  of  account  several 
farms  and  other  dwellings  in  rural  parts  of  the  District  where 
the  piped  main  supply  is  not  available. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage — ’There  are  no  extensions  to  report. 

Stream  PoSiytaen — There  is  nothing  to  report. 

Refuse  OaSSectian  and  Disposal — There  were  no  complaints 
of  fly  nuisance  or  objectionable  odours  during  the  year. 


REPORT  ON  REFUSE  GOLLEOTiON,  DISPOSAL  AND  SALVAGE 
BY  TKE  GHIEF  SANITARY  INSPECTOR. 

Collection. 

Three  10  cubic  yard  “  Dennis  ”  and  three  7  cubic  yard  “  Thorny- 
croft  ”  lorries  are  in  use  for  the  collection  of  refuse. 

As  mentioned  in  my  previous  Reports,  the  question  of  providing 
new  collection  vehicles  is  a  matter  which  must  soon  receive  consider¬ 
ation,  not  only  to  replace  some  of  the  existing  vehicles,  but  to  provide 
additional  transport,  which  is  becoming  increasingly  necessary, 
especially  in  the  Summer  season.  Owing  to  lack  of  transport,  we 
are  not  yet  able  to  give,  as  in  pre-war  years,  that  essential  extra 
service  in  the  busy  period. 

Disposal. 

The  method  of  disposal  is  by  ihe  Controlled  Tipping  System, 
carried  out  in  Clennon  Valley,  and  the  covering  material  is  obtained 
from  Brown’s  Field,  adjoining.  3,988  loads  (approximately  8,006 
tons)  of  refuse  were  disposed  of  in  Clennon  Valley  during  the  year. 
This  is  house  refuse  only  and  does  not  include  refuse  tipped  there 
by  other  Departments,  Builder’s  Merchants,  Gardeners,  etc. 
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Salvage. 

This  is  collected  by  the  refuse  lorries,  which  are  equipped  with 
trailers,  and  in  addition  a  Thornycroft  lorry  is  also  used. 

I  give  hereunder  details  of  salvage  collected  and  income  received 
therefrom  for  1948  : —

From  the  foregoing  figures  it  will  be  seen  that  during  the  year 
1948  there  was  an  increase  of  approximately  ^300  in  sales  over  the 
1947  figures.  This  is  accounted  for  in  the  increased  collection  of 
paper  (1947  :  ^807  ;  1948  :  1,124)  which  is  one  of  the  most  important 
items. 

There  is  still  room  for  considerable  improvement. 

Pig  Waste. 

Pig  Waste  Collection  in  the  District  is  now  carried  out  by  a 
Private  Contractor,  who  pays  ^30  a  year  for  the  privilege.  Approx¬ 
imately  203  tons  of  pig  waste  was  collected  during  the  year  from 
street  bins,  cafes,  hotels,  etc.

Cleanliness  and  Bacteriological  Examination 

One  sample  of  milk  was  taken  from  a  local  Retailer,  obtaining 
milk  from  an  outside  Producer.  This  sample  failed  the  test  and  proved 
positive  for  Tubercle  Bacillus.  Appropriate  action  was  taken. 


National  IVlilk  Testing  and  Advisory  Scheme. 

In  this  area  milk  sampling  is  carried  out  by  a  Sampling  Officer 
appointed  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  and  acting 
under  the  supervision  of  the  National  Advisory  Service,  South-West 
Sub-Centre,  at  “  Staplake  Mount,'’  Starcross,  near  Exeter,  where  the 
testing  is  carried  out.  Frequent  samples  have  been  taken  from 
Producers  in  the  District  and  from  Producers  outside  the  District 
retailing  milk  in  the  District,  during  the  year.  Results  are  not  to 
hand. 


(b)  Meat  Inspection. 

Slaughterhouses — There  are  two  Slaughterhouses  in  the 
District — one  Private,  and  situated  at  Crown  and  Anchor  Arch, 
Church  Street ;  and  one  Public,  situated  at  Luscombe  Road,  Paignton.
